Here also are a 
park, a garden and an orchard where 
the little folks may learn to forget the-; 
'horrors of the war. The 'buildings are ' 
In need "of extensive repair'but are i 
well "adapted for the use -desired. In i 
order to make, this a useful orphan- j 
age'and industrial plant there is need | 
of bettering the conditions of the prop- j 
erty, supplying equipment and stock- • 
ing the place with. everything that is 
necessary to make it a modern agri- 
cultural center. The* municipal au- 
thorities at Lyons are intensely 'inter- 
ested and are providing codperation in 
a practical manner.
